In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An inten/iew does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the inten/iew (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonm will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Proposed amendments were discussed with respect to prior art by 
Bromley [U.S. 5487956]. The examiner concurs that Bromley appears to be missing at least one essential limitation of 
claim 88, that being the two batteries never supply electrical energy to the electrical system simultaneously (last 3 lines 
of claim 88). This appears to overcome Bromely because at some point in the operation of Fig. 1 , switch 125 will close 
and both batteries 103 and 105 will supply power simultaneously to the system. Applicant also noted that Bromley 
appears to power primarily a security system, and not any heavier vehicle loads. Examiner noted that, contrary to past 
arguments, applicant's Fig. 3B indicates that both batteries will be in parallel during certain conditions (i.e., when the 
voltage in the main battery exceeds the voltage in the standby battery by more than the fon/vard bias voltage of the 
one-way charging diode). In response, applicant will remove limitations requiring the batteries never being in parallel. 
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
